A,  Intensifleotion  of  the  Polltlool  Power  of  the  National  Govern-

(1)  Japan  will  ovoid  interfering  with  the  Natioxuil  Govern- 
Mnt  as  much  as  possible,  and  will  strive  to  the  utmost  for  the 
promotion  of  inltlotive  notion  on  the  part  of  the  latter, 

(2)  By  thoroughly  adjusting  provinciol  peculiarities  with¬ 
in  the  occupied  oreos,  the  guidance  of.  the  provincial  governments 

by  the  National  Govexmment  shall  be  strengthened. 


(3)  Efforts  will  be  mode  for  a  speedy  abolition  or  adjust¬ 
ment  of  the  oonoessions,  extraterritoriality  and  various  other 
extraordinary  conditions  in  China,  in  aecordance  with  tbo  spirit
